Chang Hsueh-liang Now 


Has Opportunity to Profit | 


From Customs Collected 
There. 


HE OSTENSIBLY HAS 
SUPPORTED NANKING 


Actually, However, He Has 
Not Turned Hand While 
Nationalists Have Fought 
Coalition. 


By the Associated Press. 
PEIPING, China, Sept. 22.— 


Chang Hsueh - liang, 30-year-old 
Governor of Manchuria and son of 


the old Manchurian war lord, 
Chang Tso-lin, promises to emerge 
from the present upheaval in 
China as the greatest profiteer, as 
the result of the occupation yes- 
terday by 10,000 of his troops of 
Tientsin, the port where the great- 
er part of the Northern Chinese 
customs are collected. 

Professing loyalty to Nanking 
end the Nationalist Government 
there but with his sympathies ac- 
tually in doubt, Chang has sat 
peacefully at Mukden for the last 
six months while Nanking has been 
engaged in a bitter struggle with 
the troops of Yen Hsi-shan and the 
Northern coalition. 

Pressing southward, the Manchu- 
rian troops overran sections of 
Chihli Province, containing this-an- 
cient capital. As the troops en- 
tered Tientsin several thousand 
Shansi troops of Yen Hsi-shan left 
the city. They were not disturbed 
by the new arrivals. 

Nanking Apparently Puzzled. 

At Nanking officials professed to 
hail the action of Chang with jubi- 
lation, calling him the savior of 
the newly-born Chinese state, but 
there were reasons to think they 
were puzzled at the Mukden Gov- 
ernor’s actions, and not quite sure 
as to which course he would take. 

In many quarters open doubt 
was expressed that Chang, who 
previously has refrained from aid- 
ing President Chang Kai-shek in 
his efforts to put down the north- 
ern coalition rebellion, has any in- 
tention now of practically revers- 
ing his old policy and rendering 
active aid to Nanking. 

The troops leaving Tientsin will 
be ready for a new offensive 
against Nanking in the _ Spring, 
whereas remaining in northeastern 
China they were threatened with a 
decisive ‘cleanup campaign by 
Chang Kai-shek. 

It was felt that perhaps the cue 
as to Chang’s real sympathies 
would come with his attitude to- 
ward the Tientsin maritime cus- 
toms, which Yen, through Bertham 
Lennox Simpson, English novelist, 
as commissioned, has been collect- 
ing and diverting to his own uses. 

Father’s Action Recalled. 

Notices posted in Tientsin by the 
Manchurian officials said that 
these customs would be taken over 
by the recognized Nanking of- 
ficials. 

Approach of Manchurian troops 
to Peiping recalled to residents 
here the day, 27 months ago, when 
Chang’s father marched out cf 
Pieping with his troops and re- 
treated to Manchuria, leaving the 
old northern capital to the advanc- 
ing victorious southern army with 
its allegiance to Nanking. 

Chang Tso-lin’s life after his 
leave-taking then was of brief dur- 
ation. His son, Hsueh-liang, as- 
sumed the governorship of Man- 
churia after his assassination, and 
after months of doubt Nanking 
flag appeared at Mukden. There 
followed the trouble with Soviet 
Russia over the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, during which Nanking 
rendered Chang some aid. 

During the last six months, 
while Nanking has been engaged 
in a life and death battle with 
troops of Yen Hsishan and the 
northern coalition, Chang has been 
idle at Mukden. His father fre- 
quently profited from such situa- 
tions as these. 


Gen. Tan Yen-kai. Acting National- 
ist President, Dies.

“And you think that the Chief 
Justice of the United States ought 
to be a good, live politician?’ Nye 
continued. ‘“‘Well, he had been 
putting in his time along that line 
for a long time, and I thought he 
ought to be familiar with those 
questions,” Norris answered. 
“What other qualifications do 
you think a Supreme Court Jus- 
tice should possess?” “He ought 
to be a good lawyer, too.’’ 
Among the spectators who lis- 
tened with undisguised amusement 
as Grocer Norris outlined his polit- 
ical creed, was Senator Norris, who 
occupied a chair not more than 
three feet from the witness stand, 
also facing the committee. The 
contrast between the youthful, 
shrinking grocer and the famous 
snow-haired Senator, scarred with 
40 years of political battling, was 
striking. 


Was Chain Store Manager. 
Young Norris decided in June to 
become a candidate for Railroad 
Commissioner in Nebraska. At that 
time he was managing a chain store 
in Broken Bow. He knew one law- 


yer in the town, Paul Johnson, and 
he asked Johnson to draw up his 
filing papers. Subsequently he re- 
ceived a long-distance call from I.

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Radio Beacon for Guiding 
Aviators Is Tested Here 


U. S. Department of 


Commerce Station at 


Lambert Field to Be Ready for 
Use Early Next Month. 


Within a few weeks pilots of 
radio-equipped airplanes fying in 
and out of St. Louis will have an 
invisibie guide and need. only to 
listen for desig~ «ated radlo signals 
to follow a straight course. 

A radio range beacon. coustruct- 
ed and maintained by.the United 
States Department of Commerce at 
Lambert-St. Louis Fieid, is being 
tested and will be in» operation 
early next month. - The - beacon, 
part of the elaborate conimunica- 
tions systerh devised by the Gov- 
ernment to safeguard flying, will 
have an important part in the 
safety of scheduled operations, 
especially during bad weather and 
at night. 

The system of signaling is sim- 
ple. The pilot wears a helmet 
equipped with earphones. The let- 
ter {T indicates the true course, and, 
as long as this signal comes in, the 
flyer knows he is heading toward 
his objective. 

If the ship drifts to the right, 
due to a cross wind or other cause, 
the signal T will be replaced by N. 
It is then time to shift toward the 
left to get back to T. In the event 
of a drift to the left of T, the sig- 
nal becomes A, warning that a 
correction should be made to the 
right. The distance between N and 


| A is about four miles and the range 


of the beacon is about 110 miles. 
22 Signals a Minute. 

The signals are broadcast at the 
rate of 22 a minute on a special 
frequency, which prevents  inter- 
ference by commercial stations. The 
broadcasting is automatic, but is 
under the control of the operator 
on duty at the nearby Airways Sta- 
‘ion, who turns off the signal for 
several minutes every quarter of an 
hour, when the weather report is 
announced by voice. A pilot re- 
ceives the weather report without 
making a change on his receiver 
and then is switched back to the 
beacon signal. During the period 
of receiving the weather report and 
correct time, the identity of the 
beacon is announced by the station 
operator. 

The antenna system of the radio 
range beacon consists of two direc- 
tional loops supported on poles. In 
a small building at the foot of the 
center pole a transmitter. tuning 
apparatus and automatic signal de- 
vice, together with other appara- 
tus, are placed. The beacon stands 
at the southeast edge of Lambert 


Field and is several hundred yards| 
distant and across Natural Bridge} 


road. from the Airways Radio Sta- 


tion. The transmitter, the princi- 
pal item of equipment, cost $2500. 
and the other apparatus about 
$1000 additional. ‘ 

A simple type of radio receiver 
is all that is required to receive the 
signal in a plane. The antenna 
consists usually of a mast extending 
about six feet above the fuselage, 
mounted hehind the pilot, with the 
receiver directly beneath it. 

11 Stations in Division, ~- 

The local station is approximate- 
ly at the center of a division con- 
sisting of 11 similar stations includ- 
ing Columbus and Cincinnati, O.., 
Indianapolis and Terte Haute, Ind., 
Columbia and Kansas City, Mo., 
Moran and Wichita, Kan. Tulsa. 
Ok., and Fort Worth, Tex. Each 
station is capable of sending its 
signals in 12 directions simultane- 
ously, giving almost positive assur- 
ance that an aviator who has lost 
his course will pick up the signa! 
by shifting about a bit. 

Considcration fs ting given to 
the use of visual type radio range 
beacons, by means of which pilots 
have only to watch a dial on the 
instrument hoard to keep on the 
course. Seven beacons 0’ this 
type have been constructed and 
are being tested by the Depari- 
ment of Commerce, but the aural 
beacon will be used generally until 
the visual type is perfected.

JS SENATOR PREDICT 
REVOLUTION WN CUBA 


Walsh of Massachusetts Says 
Action by U. S. Is Only 
Way to Avoid It. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 22. — An 
early economic collapse in Cuba 
accompanied by revolution was 
held inevitable by Senator Walsh 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, today un- 
less immediate American govern- 
mental influence is exerted. 
“Poverty and unemployment are 
feeding the flames of revolt,” the 
Senator, who has just returned 
from a visit to the island repub- 
lic, said. “Charges of extreme tyr-. 
anny, disregard of human life, trial 
without jury, dishonesty in office, 
no free ballot—are rampant. These 
charges are staggering because of 
their universality with respect to 
usurpation of power and disregard 
of fundamental political rights. 
“If the Cuban question reaches 


_the political crisis that is threat- 


ened, the American people may 
prepare themselves for revelations 
of most startling character.” 
Walsh maintained the United 
States could not avoid the respon- 
sibility of assuring the Cuban peo- 
ple an honest election while the 
present treaty relationships exist 
between the two countries. 

“Any other course is indefensi- 
ble,” he said, “and places us in a 
partnership with those who hold 
the people of Cuba under what 
many claim to be a tyrannical and 
despotic Government. If we are 
not able to give the people of Cuba 
honest elections we had better re- 
tire and leave them to their fate 
rather than be accused by them of 
being derelict and in fact support- 
ing indirectly what may be a bold 
military despotism.” 

“The Cuban question,” he con- 
tinued, “will be the most impor- 
tant one before the American Gov- 
ernment in the next few months, 
We should either abandon our ob- 
ligations under the so-called Platt 
amendment or we should vigor- 
ously insist upon an honest finan- 
above 
everything else, demand untram- 
meled elections. To do less is 
faithlessness to our obligations and 
is discreditable to our reputation 
at home and abroad. 

“We have a duty to ourselves as 
well as Cuba and that duty requires 
us to avoid any responsibility for 
what may happen by acting now 
before it is too late to avoid a 
share in the indictment the world 
will make when all the facts are 
known.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—wNor- 


man J. Terry, professional dare- 
devil, was killed yesterday in a 213- 
foot leap from the new Fort Lee 
Bridge over the Hudson River. He 
was 24 years old. 

Thousands of motorists and pe- 
destrians saw him jump from the 
center of the span, shoot down- 
ward feet first until near the sur- 
face of the river, then flatten back- 
ward, striking the water with ter- 
rific force, breaking his spine. 
Terry mounted the partly com- 
pleted structure late Saturday 
night and hid himself to elude 
watchmen who would have pre- 
vented the leap. He wore a bath- 
ing suit, trousers and gymnasium 
shoes. About his waist he had a 
corset-like arrangement to protect 
his ribs and a-wooden device was 
fastened to his back to protect, his 
spine. ; 
Making his way along the nar- 
row catwalk to the middle of the 
cable span, Terry poised for a mo- 
ment with a large banner in his 
hand. Holding the banner above 
his head to act like the feather on 
an arrow and keep him perpen- 
dicular, he jumped.

Phipps’ early years were typical 
of his time. He worked in a jew- 
elry store, then sold newspapers, 


and presently became interested in 
‘an iron works, which led to his 
association with the Carnegies in 
the Cyclops iron mill in Pittsburg. 

He gave millions dollars’ to 
charity and public welfare, notably 
to the establishment of medical 
centers in furtherance of the work 
of Sir William Osler. . 

Surviving him are a widow, two 
daughters— Mrs. Frederick Guest 
an@ Mrs. Bradley Martin —and 
three sons, John S., Howard and 
Henry Carnegie Phipps. 

Funeral arrangements have not 
been announced. 

Phipps’ philanthropic activities 
had occupied almost his entire time 
for the last 29 years, for when he 
retired from business in 1901 he 
turned his attention tmmediately 
to giving away portions of his for- 
tune. 

Aided Fight on Tuberculosis. 

Particularly effective were his 
gifts to the war on tuberculosis. 
His Henry Phipps Institute, found- 
e din Philadelphia to combat tu- 
berculosis, was called the first or- 
ganization ever formed to fight a 
single disease with a view to elim- 
inating it. For a psychiatric clinic 


gave $800,000 at the start and sub- 
stantial gifts later, including $1,- 
000,000 from himself and Mra. 
Phipps in 1923. 

He gave $1,000,000 for the erec- 
tion of sanitary tenements in New 
York City, and $100,000 toward:

Maj. Campbell Gives Details of the Norris Cas© 
Which Finally Went Up to the United 
States Supreme Court.

HE Alfred E. Norris case at- 

tained nation-wide attention 

because it was carried to the 
United States Supreme Court, 
which upheld the $200 fine im- 
posed in Philadelphia against Mr. 
Norris, a New York broker, for 
conspiring to transport liquor 
which was shipped to him by Joel 
Kerper, Philadelphia society boot- 
legger, who was sent to Atlanta 
for 18 months. 

This case was made by my men, 
but was taken to Philadelphia for 
trial because of the attitude of 
United States Attorney Tuttle and 
especially by his assistant in charge 
of prohibition cases, Robert B. 
Watts, who permitted Mr. Norris 
to go before the grand jury and 
get in his word first, so that the 
investigators came near being in- 
dicted instead of the defendant. 
And the agents had no knowledge 
that such a job was being put up 
on them. 


agents had been drunk and dis- 
courteous, which my investigations 
quite disproved; but through the 
newspapers Mr. Norris had built 
up such a strong public sentiment 
against the case that the politicians 
in the United States Attorney's of- 
fice quite naturally did not support 
the Government. 

Fine Upheld on Technicality. 

My position, on the contrary, was 
unpopular in a wet community, 
since it involved the arrest of a 
man who bought liquor for his own 
use. The Supreenm: Court upheld 
Norris’ fine. on a technicality, be- 
cause he had pleaded nolo conten- 
dere, on the same day that it held 
that the actual purchase of liquor 
was not illegal. It did not rule on 
the law involved. I still maintain 
that it is not conspiracy to trans- 
port liquor, when one orders a case 
sent by express, it is not conspiracy 
to order a thousand cases, 


At any rate in January, 1928. my 
express shipment section reported 
that a number of express packages 
were being sent from Philadelphia 
to A. E. Norris, 55 East Seventy- 
second street, New York City. On 
Feb. 3, in co-operation with agents 
of the American Railway Express 
Co., these investigators intercepted 
a package from the Penn Supply 
Co., 136 North Sixth street, Phila- 
delphia, addressed to Norris. The 
package was opened and found to 
contain six bottles of grenadine. 
Again in co-operation with agents 
of the express company, my agents 
arranged to assist in the delivery, 
and one of my investigators imper- 
sonating an express agent delivered 
a package to the address specificd. 
The package was received and 
signed for by the maid, Molly Ar- 
gus, who told the investigator to 
put it in the dining room. 


Daughter Told of Seizure. 

The investigator then asked the 
maid if Mr. Norris were at home, 
and she said he was not, but his 
daughter and son-in-law, Mr. and 
Mrs. Rauol Alevra, Rumanian citi- 
bens, were residing there. The in- 
vestigator asked to see Mrs. Alevra, 
and-when she entered the dining 
room he informed her that he had 
seized the shipment of liquor sent 
to her father. A few minutes later 
Alevra entered the room and told 
the investigators, now two in num- 
ber, that Mr. Norris would be up 
from his office in 20 minutes. 

In due course Mr. ‘Norris ar- 
rived, accompanied by Edward 5. 
More, his associate in the broker- 
age firm.of Parrish & Co. 25 
Broadway. Mr. Norris admitted he 
had ordered this case of liquor, 
was informed that it had been 
seized, and was requested to come 
to the prohibition office at 1 Park 
avenue for further investigation. 

The investigators, Marsini and 
Jones, then took the maid, Molly 
Argus, and the case of liquor in a 
Government car to 1 Park avenue. 
Norris, Alevra and More followed 
in another car. All went before 
Investigator Rayme W. Finch, who 
was in charge of this express ship- 
ments section. In this interview it 
developed that Alevra was in the 
United States on a Rumanian dip- 
lomatic passport, being on six 
months’ leave, during which he was 
conducting a tourists’ agency for 
Rumanian subjects. 

During this interview Mr. Norris 
indicated that he might be willing 
to disclose the name and address 
of the shipper of the case of liquor. 
following this. Norris, Alevra and 
the maid were released. 

Says Norris Refused to Aid. 

Three days later, pursuant to ar- 
rangements made, Investigators 
Marsini and Jones went to the of- 
fice of Parrish & Co. and there saw

For Mr. Norris charged that the. 


purpose of obtaining the name of 
the shipper. The investigators were 
informed that Norris would not di- 
vulge the information until he had 
interviewed a personal friend and 
lawyer, A. Bruce Bielaski, whom 
he said he was retaining for legal 
advice. (Bielaski will be remem- 
bered as the prohibition investiga- 
tor who ran that Government 
speakeasy, the Bridge Whist Club). 
The investigators further reported 
that Norris finally refused abso- 
lutely to/give the Government any 
assistan and told the agents to 
get out of his office and stay out, 
and that if he were a younger man 
he would throw them out. 

This case attained wide publicity, 
for immediately thereafter Norris 
and Alevra charged Investigators 
Marsini and Jones with being in- 
toxicated and discourteous, and 
brutally treating both the maid, 
Molly Argus, and Mrs. Alevra. It 
was said Mrs. Alevra was made ill. 
(She went to the opera the follow- 
ing night.) Since Alevra had 
claimed to be in the Rumanian dip- 
lomatic service, I made an appoint- 
ment and went to see Dr. Cretzi- 
ano, the Rumanian Minister, who 
happened to be at the Ritz Carlton 
Hote]. The newspapers reported 
that I apologized for the actions of 
my agents. Actually I expressed 
regret for any inconvenience’ the 
Minister might have incurred, and 
further regret that any citizen of 
Rumania had been inconvenienced, 
if such should prove the fact. His 
excellency told me he had sent an 
affidavit to the State Department, 
but that the affidavit contained no 
allegation that the agents were in- 
toxicated, displayed revolvers, or 
were in any way discourteous. 
Public Sentiment Against Agents. 

My own investigators disclosed 
that Marsini and Jones were not in- 
toxicated, a fact vouched for by 
those they came in contact with 
immediately afterward. It was 
also proved that they did not have 
revolvers in their possession at the 
time, and they maintained that 
they were not at any time dis- 
courteous and made no search of 
the premises. 

Public sentiment was built up 
against them anyway. For under 
this prohibition law, which public 
sentiment resents, you have a 
strange situation in which the pub- 
lic is ready and anxious to believe 
anything derogato-y about the 
agents its taxes pay to enforce the 
law. What I will now tell did not 
get into the newspapers at all. 

On Tuesday, Feb. 14, I tele- 
phoned Assistant United States 
Attorney Watts, and he offered to 
prosecute the case in any way I 
saw fit. It was arranged that the 
case should be presexmed to the 
grand jury Feb. 26. 

On the afternoon of Feb. 20 my 
chief investigator, James J. Dono- 
yan, returned from the Federal 
Building with the amazing news 
that Norris had been called into 
the grand jury room by Watts be- 
fore my investigators had been 
heard, and that Watts had then 
come out of the grand jury room, 
leaving Norris there alone with 
the jurors. Mrs, Alevra was also 
taken into the grand jury room 
before my ‘investigators were al- 
lowed -. testify. 

Telephoned to Watts. 

And ali this time my investiga- 
tors thought they had been called 
upon to testify before the grand 
jury in order that an indictment 
might be secured against Norris. 

I got Watts on the telephone

American Lawyer Tells Claims 
Commissions German Agents Were 
at Work in Kingsland (N.d.) Works, 
By the Associated Press. 

THE HAGUE, Sept. 22.—The de- 
struction of the Kingsland (N. J.) 
munitions plant which caught fire 
and blew up Jan. 11, 1917, was 
dealt with by Robert Bonynge, 
American Claims Agent and coun- 
sel for the United States, in this 
afternoon's sesison of the Mixed 
Claims Tribunal. ’This tribunal is 
adjudicating American claims 
against Germany resulting from 
gamages inflicted before America 
entered the World War. 

“On Jan. 11, 1917,” said Com- 
missioner Bonynge in the trial to- 
today, “Wozniak . and Rodriguez, 
who were in German employ, were 
working side by side at a bench in 
the plant and it was at that bench 
the fire originated.

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THE CITY-COUNTY MERGER. 

A careful study of the proposed constitutional 
amendment and plan providing for a metropolitan 
federation to consolidate the city and the county of 
St. Louis leaves one in grave doubt as to the feasibil,, 
ity and advantages of the scheme. It, is an experi- 
ment in municipal government. Because it is an 
experiment the Post-Dispatch regrets, as we have said 
before, the embodiment of the details of the plan 
by which a charter must be framed in a constitu- 
tional amendment setting up details. 

If the scheme does not work out advantageously 
to the city of St. Louis-and the various divisions of 
the County, it will be difficult to change because 
every change must be embodied in a constitutional 
amendment to be passed upon by the voters of the 
State. Experience has proved the difficulty and 
delay usually attending the amending of the Consti- 
tution. We have found that out by the attempts 
of St. Louis to amend the Constitution so that a 
merger of city and county can be accomplished. In 
our opinion it would be far better to have a simple 
enabling act, and to have the details embodied so 
far as is necessary in the legislation and in the 
charter to be voted upon by the people immediate- 
ly affected. The constitutional amendment and the 
plan, however, have been formulated and are now 
before the voters for consideration. Its merits or 
demerits must be determined by the people of the 
territory affected. Its fate depends upon the vote 
of the people of the entire State. 

One end which the amendment and the charter 

in accordance with it to be presented to the people 
of the city and county would accomplish is highly 
desirable. That is the merger of the city and coun- 
ty for the common interests of both, in sanitation, 
road and street planning and construction, highway 
policing, parks and playgrounds and other public 
works necessary to the health, comfort and conven- 
ience of the people of the greater St. Louis of the 
future. The Greater St. Louis is inevitable, and the 
sooner these common interests are provided for and 
co-ordinated the better. 
The creation of this greater city is the one strong 
argument in favor of the plan. We do not consider 
the question of population so much as the question 
of health, comfort, convenience and harmonious de- 
velopment. Whether these advantages are great 
enough to overcome the disadvantages of a merger, 
with municipal and county units remaining intact, 
each with its separate form of government and pow- 
ers, is the question to be determined by the voters 
The plan provides for the greater city government 
by a council of 11 members, 10 to be elected 
by the districts, four of which districts shall be in 
the county, and the eleventh, who shall be the pre- 
siding officer, to be elected at large by the people 
of the greater city. This council will have charge 
of the common interests, such as the departments 
of public service, welfare, public works, parks and 
recreation, and the power to create other depart- 
ments and services that may be necessary, such as 
the greater city police force, traffic regulation, 
water supply, smoke and building regulation, 
franchise granting and other minor activities. 

The government of the city of St. Louis will contin- 

ue as it is, with all powers it now has not in conflict 
with the defined powers of the greater city. Each 
municipality now existing in the county shall con- 
tinue to exist, exercising local powers over schools, 
police, fire protection, zoning, local streets and high- 
ways, street lighting and cleaning and other activi- 
ties. No power is affected by the merger that is not 
inconsistent with the powers of the greater city. 
These municipalities can expand or merge. A sepa- 
rate unit shall be created of the unincorporated 
county area, to be governed by three commissioners 
with all the necessary powers for government pur- 
poses. The commissioners will take the place of the 
present county court of the county. 
All the units have the power of taxation and bond 
issue with certain restrictions to cover the expenses 
of administration within their respective spheres. 
The taxes of the greater city are limited to 60 cents 
on the $100 valuation, but that may be increased by 
a majority vote of the people to $1. The rate pro 
vided for the city of St. Louis is 105 cents on the 
$100 valuation, but this may be increased to 135 cents 
by a majority of the qualified voters. The indebted- 
ness of the city of St. Louis is subject to restriction, 
by Article 10, to 5 per cent of the value of taxable 
property, except debts the principal and interest of 
which are to be paid from the proceeds of any special 
assessment on the revenues of any public utility plant 
owned or operated by the city or any of its munici- 
pal districts. Thus we have within the Greater St. 
Louis 10 principal separate governments of definite 
municipalities, including the government of the Great- 
er St. Louis. In addition, every village incorporated, 
or municipal units which may hereafter be formed, 
will have separate governments. 

How is it possible in advance to determine how 
a merger including a government for the greater city 
and separate governments for each municipality now 
existing or that may be formed, and a county area, 
will work? Can the powers and duties exercised by 
all these governments be harmoniously adjusted? If 
they are adjustable, how long will it take to adjust 
them and to settle all questions that may arise? If 
the scheme does not work, of course changes will 
have to be made by the slow and uncertain process 
of constitutional amendment. | 

Each of the separate municipal and county units, 
as we have said, has powers of taxation for all of 
the purposes within its sphere. Each one has power 
to incur indebtedness under the existing restriction 
of the Constitution. Each school district has power 
to levy taxes. What the aggregate of taxes and bond- 
ed indebtedness will be it is impossible to predict 
with accuracy. The statements of ardedt partisans 
that taxes will be reduced are ridiculous. They will 
probably be increased. We say “probably” only to 
be conservative. 

It is impossible within the limits of an editorial 
to touch upon all the details of the plan. They re 
quire close reading and study of an impartial exposi- 
tion. We repeat, however, the plan is an experiment 
of doubtful outcome, and unfortunately tied up by 
being embodied in a constitutional amendment. If 
there were a certainty that it would lead ultimately 
to a complete merger of city and county, the ex- 
periment of separate governments might be worth 
a trial, However, it is better to start right than 
wrong, and therefore the plan should be carefully 
considered before the final decision. On its face 
it seems impractical and complicated with too much 
overhead expense.

administration. He placed two small town dentists, 
a small town bank 
torneys on the boards of the State’s colleges, and, act- 
ing through these dummies, fired the presidents and 
179 professors of the State University, the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College and the State College 
for Women.

The American Medical Association 
threatens to withdraw recognition from the medical 
college, and the Association of Southern Colleges and 
Secondary Schools is considering the removal of Mis- 
sissippi’s colleges from its accredited lists. The 
college buildings stand, but their faculties are deplet- 
ed and demoralized. It will not take many years of 
this to end higher education in Mississippi. 

The Governor’s motive, it is rumored, is his desire 
to build a political machine which will elect him 
to the United States Senate. So Mississippi puts her 
Bilbo beside Louisiana's Long, Alabama’s Heflin and 
South Carolina’s Blease in the Southern gallery of 
political buffoons.

were as large as they were enthusiastic. 

It is to be hoped that St. Louis can have thif event 
annually. It puts us in the golfing world as nothing 
else possibly could. It moreover teaches us the man- 
hers and rules of one of the great sports. There is a 
gallantry and distinction about the great golfers that 
ennobles the pastime. Their good sportsmanship to 
one another is very marked. It takes iron men to 
stand up under the pressure of ‘such a tournament, 
and it was worth something to see Armour, Hagen, 
Smith, Sarazen and the others tighten up in the 
stretch. We could understand how Horton Smith. 
who is Missouri’s most sensational contribution to 
the golfing world, led all the rest on the circuit last 
winter. Off his game in the early rounds, he shot a 
70 yesterday morning and a 68 in the afternoon. 

The people who promoted and conducted the tour- 
nament afforded the local golfing fraternity a great 
treat, and they are deserving of congratulations. The 
course at Sunset proved an admirable setting for the 
tournament. Ite ruggedness made it easy for thou- 
sands of people to see. The spectacle on the eight- 
eenth hole when Hagen and Armour finished in their 
close contest for first money was something not soon 
to be forgotten. 
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“FRIENDLY” TARIFF REVISION. 

There is no suavity more Chesterfieldian than that 
which foreign statesmen affect when putting through 
a retaliatory tariff against the United States. Nearly 
every country protested when the Hawley-Smoot bill 
was being cooked up; but not one has ever admitted 
that its own high rates and embargoes, adopted about 
the time the measure passed, were directed against 
America. Merely a little change in schedule made 
necessary by domestic conditions, they insisted polite- 
ly. Thus did Spain, Italy, France, New Zealand and 
other countries officially explain their boosted rates. 

Canada just now ts finishing up its bowing and 
scraping over the matter. In the campaign preceding 
the July elections, each of the two leading parties 
tried to outdo the other in telling how, if victorious, 
it would get even with Uncle Sam for his new sky- 
scraper tariff wall. The Conservatives won largely 
because they promised to legislate $500,000,000 worth 


of business away from the United States, while the! 


Liberals were able to pledge only $200,000,000 worth 
of damage. Immediately after the election, Richard 
Bennett, Conservative leader, began the courtesies 
with a statement asserting there would be no tariff 
or other legislation in a spirit of retaliation, and 
added, “We do not contemplate anything but friendly 
economic relations with other countries.” 

The friendly tariff revision has now taken place. 
In a rollicking spirit of good fellowship it substi- 
tutes even higher rates for the Dunning measure, in 
effect since May 1, which was expected, by our own 
Department of Commerce, to reduce by one-fourth 


United States exports across the border. with the[ 


business turned to England. The felicitous new 
schedules merely put 130 additional items outside the 
tariff barriers, increasing in large measure the han- 
dicap already borne by exporters in this country. 
But, rest assured, this is no wicked reprisal for the 
Hawley-Smoot tariff. It is merely a temporary meas- 
ure, designed to benefit Canada’s unemployment sit- 
uation. Premier Bennett says so himself, and he 
ought to know.

Shall Slavery Come South? 


Old-time Southerners fear evils in train of industrial revolution, now invading their 
region; many aspects of factory system appear worse than plantation slavery; 
mistaken in fearing domination of machine, for it can be made a useful servant: 
solution lies im forcing manufacturers to accept curbs to prevent exploitation.

HE ex-Confederacy has embarked on 
T tne industrial revolution. That Is the 

outstanding economic fact that underlies 
and conditions all the current talk about a 
New South. Since the South, New and Old 
alike, has a stronger feeling for tradition 
and social hierarchy than any other por- 
tion of the United States, it is worth ask- 
ing whether those Southerners who value 
their traditions propose to guide, combat 
or ignore the revolution which is in proc- 
@ss. I refrain from labeling this class of 
Southerners because I can think of no label 
that fits. For brevity’s sake. let us call 
them. the traditionalists. Your Southern tra- 
ditionalist is historically minded and there- 
fore skeptical of revolution, industrial or 
otherwise. 

The traditionalists in any Southern town, 
fundamentally distrusting industrialism as 
the worship of foreign gods, face the on- 
slaught of the local Chamber of Commerce 
and its appeal to outside industries to make 
their home with us, with a feeling of re- 
signed despair. Yet it is obvious to those 
among them who understand the economic 
processes about them that even were the 
South as a whole willing and able to pre- 
serve its basically agricultural tradition, it 
must thereby remain in economic vassalage, 
a vassalage which would grow severer with 
each passing year. As the traditionalists 
see it, the South's dilemma today is there- 
fore either to accept industrialization and 
lose its soul or reject it and remain in hel- 
otry. Opposed to both soullessmess and 
helotry, the traditionalists are now engaged 
primarily in lamenting the dilemma. 

s * 

The dilemma can be resolved if the tra- 
ditionalists really care enough about the 
culture of the older South to discover a 
method for adapting it te the demands of 
an industrializing society. But the price of 
such adaptation is thought, not sentimen- 
talizing. The traditionalists have, I think, 
confused the machine technique with the 
lack of social purpose which machine tech- 
nique has generally implied. That machine 
technique always has the same purpose is 
absurd: there are fundamental differences 
between the “effects of industrialism” in 
Massachusetts and Russia, for example. The 
social implications of machine industry have 
differed just as widely. After all, both a 
dynamo and a hoe are tools, to be used or 
worshiped. 

The plantation master could not afford to 
let a thousand-dollar slave starve. The fac- 
tory master can afford to let his slave 
starve whenever there is the reasonable as- 
surance of more “free” labor for the next 
boom. It was widely accepted social theory 
in the slave South that the aged and there- 
fore unproductive slave must be cared for. 
New York has been struggling this year 
with insurance for aged industrial slaves. 

What the traditionalist overlooks is the 
fact that it is the worship of machinery, 
mot its use, that made the English Indus- 
trial Revolution a horror. 

But just how much of a horror was it? 
I doubt if the Southern traditionalists, his- 
torical-mindedness and all, could commonly 
give even a fair picture of what steam- 
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erner’s folklore pictures industrialism as a 
thing compact of horror and squalor and 
ugliness? What he will not recognize is 
that all this horror has derived not from the 
intelligent use of more powerful tools but 
from their gross misuse. He is right in 
his Jeffersonian intuition that industrialism 
produces more dangerous social] problems 
than agriculture does; but he is unaware 
of Jefferson’s later conclusion that indus- 
try must be tamed and put to decént uses. 
He is right in assuming that industry is 
already wrecking the social fabric of the 
South; but he is wrong in not recognizing 
that it lies in his own power, not to eject 
industry, but to regulate its application. 
e . a 


I suggest that the way out lies as follows: 
Industrialization must be accepted, as some- 
thing well under way and indeed almost 
out of hand already. The industrialist, to 
get the good will of the community in 
Which he proposes to operate, must be 
forced to accept those checks on irrésponsi- 
ble exploitation that older industrial com- 
munities, like Great Britain and the North, 
have already worked out in tears. 

For industrialization. like a disease, 
eventually found its antitoxin. By the °30s 
that antitoxin had taken the form in En- 
giand of collective bargaining through trade 
unions and factory regulation administered 
by a competent and socially responsible 
civil service. Later accretions in various 
parts of the world have been unemploy- 
ment insurance, old age pensions, work- 
men’s compensation for injuries, profit-shar- 
ing, consultative co-operative management 
and a host of other developments. In short, 
human nature has tempered the factory 
system as it tempered slavery. 

What the traditionalist cherishes in his 
memory of the Old South is not the slave- 
block but the tempered forms that slavery 
frequently achieved: what he is permitting 
to be imported into the South today is 
naked industrial bondage without its tem- 
pered forms, If he does not soon awake to 
his responsibility, the whistles will be blow- 
ing people from barren places to living 
hells of child labor, long hours, low pay 
and moral despair. If industrialism is a 
disease, then the South already has it. What 
about the antitoxins that already exist in 
older industrial communities? Are we, or 
are we not, to have them too?

For the hot vegetable Plate a 
combination that is good consists 
of parsley potatoes, spinach, Har- 
vard beets and buttered peas. With 
this, poached or scrambled eggs.are 
especially good. A word of warn- 
ing about the scrambled eggs: Cook 
them over a very slow fire so they 
will be creamy and tender. High 
temperatures toughen eggs. 

One Western hotel serves what

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Luscious Jellied Fruits Which 
May Be Served Either as 
Salad or Dessert. 


For the afternoon or evening 
party at which refreshments are 
served in one or two courses, fruit 
salad frequently forms the most 
important part of the menu. For 
this reason company salads must 
be attractive in appearance, boup- 
tiful and distinctive; more elabo- 
rate than those which are included 
in everyday meals. 

Frozen Melange. 

Heat one-quarter cup of orange 
juice with two tablespoons of lem- 
an juice and dissolve in it a tabie- 
spoon of gelatin already softened 
in two tablespoons of cold water. 
Stir this Into a cup of ginger ale 


| and add one-half cup each of pine- 


apple titbits, quartered maraschino 
cherries, and diced peaches, fresh | 
or canned, a tablespoon of pre- 
served ginger cut fine and two ta-| 
blespoons of powdered sugar. Pack 
in ice and salt or in the pans of an 
electric refrigerator for four hours. 
Serve cut into oblong pteces and 
garnished on one side with fresh 
mint sprays and on the other with 
whipped cream dressing. 
Whipped Cream Dressing. 

Whip one cup of cream until 
stiff and fold in a tablespoon of 
lemon juice, two teaspoons of pow- 
dered sugar and one-quarter tea- 
spoon of paprika. Chill almost to 
freezing before serving. 


Use one cup green seediess 
gtapes, One cup diced fresh peaches, 
one and one-half cups diced 
orange, one-half cup blanched and 
shredded almonds, one-third cup 
sugar, grated rind of one-half 
lemon, one tablespoon lemon juice, 
one and one-half cups diced canned 
pineapple, one cup canned sweet 
cherries, one cup whipping cream, 
one tablespoon gelatine and one- 
third cup cold water. 

Soak gelatine in cold water five 
minutes. Set dish in boiling wa- 
ter to dissolve gelatine; fold in 
whipped cream, sugar, lemon juice 
and grated rind. 

When thoroughly mixed, add 
prepared fruit and nuts. Turn into 
one large or individual molds. 
Serve on lettuce with cream 
mayonnaise. 

Pear Glace. 

Pear glace on account of its fas- 
cinating pink color will give a 
party atmosphere to an otherwise 
simple menu. 

This dish is made by rubbing a 
cake of cream cheese to a smooth 
consistency and add a half cup of 
whipped currant jelly and a table- 
spoon lemon juice. Season with 
salt and paprika and fold in a eup 
of stiffly whipped cream. 

Put in automatic refrigerator to 
chill or else pack in @ ice cream 
freezer of salt and ice for at least 
four hours. 

When ready to serve, have ready 
halves of pears, canned or fresh, 
and place a rounded tablespoon of 
the frozen salad filling in such 
pear half. Garnish with the leaves 
from lettuce hearts.

Many Experts on Baby Feeding: 


Advocate Giving Baby 
Vegetable Juices. 


Many authorities on baby feed- 
ing hold the baby, whether fed 
mother’s milk, raw, pasturised, 
sterilized. evaporated or condensed 
cow’s milk must be given orange 


: or tomato juice, 


Strain the orange or canned to- 
mato juice and dilute (see follow- 
ing table) with water which has 
beén boiled. Feed one hour before 
one of the morning feedings daily 
in the following amounts: 

5th to 8th week, % teaspoon 
juice, 1 tablespoonful water. 

8th to 12th week 1 teaspoonful 
juice, 1 tablespoonful water. 

18th to 16th week, 2 teaspoon- 
ful juice, 2 tablespoonsfuls water. 4 

17th to 20th week, 3 teaspoon- 
fuls juice, 3 tablespoonfuls water. 

18i:h to 24th week, 4 teaspoon- 
fuls juice, 4 tablespoonfuls water. 

Should the above prove too rich 
the baby will vomit, in which case 
the amount of water should be in- 
creased. 

Cereal Water. 

By the twelfth week, as you will 
see by the formula, cereal water is 
used to dilute the milk mixture. 
The baby at this age can digest the 
starch of cereals and through its 
use the milk is made more diges- 
tible and nutritious. 

To make cereal water, use two 
teaspoonfuls of wheat, barley or 
oat flour: rub into a smooth paste 
in a little cold water; boil quickly 
for a few minutes, then cook 30 
minutes in a double boiler. Salt 
to taste. Strain through a fine 
strainer and mix with milk accord- 
ing to formula. 

Cereal Jelly. 

By the seventh month reduce 
the sugar and ust cereal jelly, one- 
half teaspoonful each to one morn- 
ing feeding and- one afternoon 
feeding. If this agrees with the 
baby, in a week begin adding a 
teaspoonful of the cereal jelly in 


each of two morning feedings and 


a teaspoonful in each of two feed- 
ings in the afternoon and coninue 
for the balance of the year. 

To make cereal jelly, use three 
rounded teaspoonfuls of barley, 
Oatmeal or wheat flour (do not 
make from cereals), season with 
a pinch of salt and cook thorough- 
ly in one pint of water. Cook oat- 
meal at least three hours, barley 
two hours. Add a little water for 
amouyt boiled away and serve in 
nursfig bottle or after eighth 
month in cup if preferred. 

Vegetable Juices. 

By the seventh or eighth month 
the baby must have food other 
than milk, and vegetable juices 
may be added to the diet, 

Begin by giving one teaspoon of 
spinach in the morning in addition 
to the milk feeding. Increase this 
quantity to about two ounces at 
the end of the month. 

At about the eighth month be- 
gin to feed baby carrot juice in 
small amounts, increasing gradu- 
ally until the child is taking from 


two to four ounces of juice and ‘ 


pulp per day. 

According to this method. at the 
age of one year, the average baby 
will take about eight ounces of 
vegetable juice and pulp per day. 

If baby shows a dislike for a 
certain vegetable, change to an- 
other and continue to feed the one 


for which the child shows a pref- 
erence.

9-DAY GALE ON FRENCH COAST 
FOLLOWED BY COLD AND RAIN 


Nine Fishermen and Sailors Killed; 
Millions of Francs in Prop- 
erty Damage. 

By the A*<oriated Press. 
PARIS, .Sept. 22.—The gale 
which swept the French coast for 


three days blew itself out during 
the night and gave. way today to 
a spell of cold and rain. Winds, 
ranging in velocity from 80 to 100 
miles an hour, caused the death 
of nine fishermen and sailors and 
did damage to the coastal country 
estimated at millions of francs. 

The French fishing fleets were 
the heaviest sufferers. Off Con- 
carneau two men were washed 
overboard from the Coche des 
Vins and were drowned. The Saint 
Laurent de Groix foundered, but 
the crew was saved. 

Many other craft were dam- 
aged but were able to make port. 
Seventeen ships were sheltered at 
Cherbourg . roads. 
sought shelter at Brest and seven 
more at Lorient on the south coast 
of Brittany. 

At many seaside resorts in Brit- 
tany and Normandy, bath houses 
were demolished and boardwaiks 
torn up. 

Southeastern France and the 
Riviera felt the force of the storm. 
A violent thunderstorm hit Cannes, 
flooding cellars.
